British Aviator* Gave Battle to invad­

London, Aug. 26.—Eight persons, in­ 
cluding three women and two children, 
were killed and thirty-six injured in a 
Zeppelin raid, it was announced oth- 
cittlly. 
Due hundred bombs were dropped. 
Cue Zeppelin reached the outskirts of 
London. 
Fires were caused on the outskirts 
of the metropolis, 
necessitating

eral rescues by the London fire bri­ 
gade. 
Anti-aircraft guns were in constant 
operation and British aviators gave 
battle in the air to the Invaders.

ceeded In firing on one Zeppelin at 
close range. 
A Central News despatch says there 
was great excitement ta a town on the 
Thames when news was received of 
the approach ut a Zeppelin.
